FOREICN TELECRAPH. 
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Bombardment of Tamatava. 
Lonpbon, June 20. 

With reference to Admiral Ferres’ 
dispatch announcing the capture of 
Tamatava, Malagassy envoys state the 
demands of the French were prepos- 
terous. They knew the ultimatum 
would be rejected. The Queen of 
Madagascar gave stringent orders not 
to return the French fire. She re- 
ealled the most of her troops to the 
capital and only 200 remained at Tam- 
atava to maintain order. Tamatava is 
defended merely by one old mud fort, 
mounting four old muzzle-loading 
guns. The Queen is now shut off 
from foreign powers. It will take the 
French five months to march to the 
capital. There is sufficient food in the 
capital for a siege of several months. 
The Queen has there over 6,000 disci- 
plined troops, the most of whom are 
armed with Remington rifles. The 
natives will fight to the bitter end. 
Meanwhile it is hoped that powers 
will intervene. Envoys regard the 
bombardment of Tamatava as a wan- 
ton and a cruel act. They fear that 
many foreign residents of Tamatava 
were killed.

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Devoy’s Sentence. 
New York, June 19. 

John Devoy, the editor of the /rish 
Nation, convicted yesterday of libeling 
August Belmont, was sentenced to 60 
day’s imprisonment in the peniten- 
tiary. When Devoy was asked, 
“What have you to say why the sen- 
tence of the court should not be pro- 
nounced upon you,’’ he answered: 
“In the course of the short speech by 
the gentlemen who conducted the 
prosecution he said he was doing it on 
the part of the people, and to a mere 
layman like me it seemed a great deal 
out of place that the sole object of 
the prosecution should be the vindi- 
cation of Belmont. I claim that the 
verdict did not vindicate Belmont, but 
simply the law, and has shown that I 
was less careful than I should have 
been had I known the law better. It 
has left Belmont, with regard to this 
fund exactly where it stood before 
these proceedings began. It does not 
prevent me from discharging any 
duty, either as a public journalist or 
as an Irish Nationalist, that Belmont’s | 
conduct may demand of me. I ask no 
fayor of Belmont. I owe nothing to 
him, and I hope whatever Your 
Honor does will be in consequence of 
the merits of the case, and not upon 
the recommendation made by Bel- 
mont’s counsel. At the close of these 
proceedings I will hold Belmont re- 
sponsible. Whether legally or not, I 
shall hold him morally responsible 
for the loss of that money—responsible 
to the Irish people, justas much as 
when John O’Mahoney went to his 
grave,and in any action that may be 
necessary to take in the future, I will 
not feel deterred from trying to get 
that money restored. In writing that 
article I was not actuated by malice. 
I regret nothing that I had said, and I 
retract nothing, but I wish my lan- 
guage had been more temperate.’’

ALBANY, June 19. 
John Wallace, master mechanic, 
and Wm. Haylor, yardmaster, were 
repairing the track under a freight car, 
and owing toa misplaced switch the 
train ran inte them, killing both. 
A Disastrous Flood. 
Omawa, June 2. 
The extent of the damage by inun- 
dation in Cass,Oteve, New Maho,John- 
son, Richardson, Pawnee and other 
counties in southeastern Nebraska,and 
by the unprecedented rainfall of Satur- 
day night there are no means of gain- 
ing definite information, owing to 
mail and telegraphic communication 
being suspended. Crops have been’ 
injured or destroyed. Considerable 
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live stock has been drowned; bridges 


washed away, and railroads wasbed : 
out. The water is said to be now fall- 
ing fast. Cass county has lost fifty 
bridges, and the crops badly dam- 
aged. Oteve county’s loss in the same 
way is estimated at from $50,000 to 
$100,000. In Johnson county a large 
number of cattle and hogs were 
drowned, and bridges washed out 
and crops damaged. The southern 
part of Tecumseh was under water. 
This same condition of affairs exist 
in Richardson and Pawnee counties, 
The St. Joe and Western railway lost 
13 bridges betwen St. Joe and Grand 
Island. It will take some time to 
make the repairs which were begun 
to-day. All Nebraska trains out of 
Nebraska are laid up. The Missouri 
Pacific is washed out near Ashburn 
Falls and Hiawatha, and no trains 
are running. The Atchison and Ne- 
braska road is laid up. It has several 
bridges out. The Nebraska Railway | 
track is washed out in various places | 
onthe main line and Nesthwestera | 
Branch. No trains are §running on 
the Kansas City, St Joe and Council | 
Bluff which is yet under water. Wa- 
bash trains for St. Louis left Omaha 
this aflernoon, their trouble in Mis- 
souri having ended.

Mistaken 
structive Effects. 
Sinee the development of the 


exaggerated statements have been 
published in the English papers 
as to the destructive effects of ex- 
ploded nitro-glycerine and dyna- 
mite. The manager of Nobel’s 
Explosives Company, in a letter to 
the London Times, gives some in- 
teresting facts and statistics as to 
the precise force exercised by these 


compounds, which ought to have a 
quieting effect upon the verves of 
our British cousins. The entire 
amount of nitro glycerine found 
with the ‘dynamite fiends’ was 
but 150 pounds. A London paper 
has ma the absurd statement 
that this ‘emeunt was sufficient to 
blow up the whole of London. 
Says the Bodie Free Press: 

n the explosion of the Standard 
Company’s magazine which oc- 
curred in Bodie in 1879 five tons of 
giant powder were exploded, in 
which there was doubtless over ten 
times the amount of nitro-glycerine 
in the ion of Gallagher, 
Whitehead and the rest. The ex- 
plosien threw rocks and earth into 
the air several hundred feet, andthe 
noise was distinctly heard in Bridge- 
port 20 miles distant, and even fur- 
theraway. Thedamage, however, 
was confined to the immediate 
neighborhood of the magazine, and 
a quarter of a mile distant nothing 
more serious than the breaking of 
windows occurred. Nitro-glycerine 
exerts a power thirteen times as 

great asordinary black powder, and 
is sufficiently dangerous, but it 
would take a long time.to blow u 
the city of London even though 
there were no police to guard it, and 
it were the ardent wish of its cit- 
izeus that it should be demolished.
